Torpid livers affect the quality of 


poultry to a degree that is not desir- 
able. 
Activity insures active livers. 


F«i! pri.f* might count fur much 


to the 
alert poultrymnn, but fair 


managements pay to little attention to 
the poultry department, usually. 


The flesh of fowls that are always 


on the move in the search for food or 
wallowing to destroy vermin is more 
palatable than that which is soft and 
tissueless by reason of inertia. 


It is better not to doctor the fowls 


at all. Drues k i l l more fowls than 
disease—just as they destroy 
more 


human lives than they cure. Nature 
is the great healer if given a chance 
to do her work by being left alone- 
given a reft. 


It is reported that when the grass- 


hoppers become very numerous they 
are attacked by a fly which lays its 
eggs on the body of the pests, worms 
being soon hatched which speed!Iv 
devour the grasshoppers. 
While na- 


ture's help is duly appreciated in 
partly exterminating the pest she pro- 
duced, it came a little late for most 
people who were afllicted with it. 


The Crop Keporter of the United 


States agricultural department shows 
that a larger area is planted in corn 
this year than usual anil the condition 
of the crop is excellent.

and hence a free diet of fruit preserves 
a healthy alkaline condition of the 
blood and there in consequently a re- 
duced tendency to the depositing of 
acids in the tissues.

Rlr Wilfrid Lnurler just prior to hl» 


recent departure to Europe spoke of 
the AlnMcnn boundary question as a se- 
rious danger to British and American 
relations and a "mennce of open con- 
flict." 
It need not 1>opome a menace, 


however, unless the British government 
seeks to make It such. It Is Great Brit- 
ain, not the United State*, which In this 
instance Is seeking to alter boundary 
lines. Briefly stated, the British con- 
tention la that the boundary of south- 
eastern Alaska, Instead of following a 
line ten marine leagues (thirty-four and 
one-half statute miles) from the coast- 
line proper, leaps from headland to 
headland at a distance of ten leagues 
from the outlining capes and promon- 
tories. 
Such a line would bring the 


British boundary much troarer the Pa- 
cific and would give Great Britain con- 
trol of Important estuaries and fiords 
leading to the sea. This claim, which 
was never advanced until 1898, Is not 
supported either by the original trea- 
ties, by the maps and charts of cartog- 
raphers or by any argument recogniza- 
ble to reason. The United States pos- 
sessions In this territory are precisely 
what the Russian 
possessions were 


prior to their purchase and the mean- 
Ing of the original treaty negotiated 
between Russia and Great Britain In 
1825 Is unmistakable. It must be pat- 
ent to the State Department that there, 
can be no yielding of American rights 
on this point. The boundary question, 
It is said, Is about to be brought up 
again for final negotiations. 
Whatever 


may be required to secure a common 
survey of the boundary and a friendly 
demarcation of the line with scientific 
accuracy should be done; but from the 
essential point at Issue there can be no 
recession. The evidence In support of 
the American claim Is overwhelming.

That such a 
saline solution would be death to all 
bacteria and would also have an anti- 
septic effect upon diseased tissue will 
be readily conceded. It Is a question 
of getting the solution Into the lungs 
In such a way that the patient could 
stand 
the treatment. 
Dr. Coaklej 


claims to have solved this problem by 
the use of an Instrument Invented by 
himself, which Introduces the solution 
into the lunjrs through punctures made 
by a flne gold needle. 
After the salt 


solution destroys the bacteria and cools 
to the temperature of the body It Is 
claimed that it Is absorbed in the blood 
and does not clog up the lungs. 
In 


doing this it protects the red corpuscles 
against destruction by the poisons of 
pneumonia. 
Physicians are naturally 


skeptical regarding the effectiveness of 
this treatment, for the reason that in 
the attempts that have been made to 
wash out the lunss with salt solutions 
the patients have been unable to stiiud 
it. The demonstrations be fore the as- 
sociation at Sarutoga, however, 
nre 


claimed to hnve shown the Coakley 
method to be a success. If future tests 
should more tirml.v establish the effect- 
iveness and practicability of his treat- 
ment Dr. Coakley will have scored a 
KT<'!>t advance in medical science and 
will have conferred a great boon upon 
humanity.

James Randolph, 
one of the 
best 


known citizens of t-lte count}", who had 
assisted in the arrest of the negroes.

Later in the day it was ascertained 


that Mr. Randolph had 
been shot 


seriously. The trouble grew out of 
the stealing of some corn out of the 
field of the Messrs. Etirbankg, four 
miles west of Shannon, by a negro 
named Davenport, who was caught in 
the act and made to pour tho corn out 
of the sack. 
The 
following night 


Messrs. Eurbanks went to the field to 
look out for thieves and on returning 
were tired on by about forty negroes, 
who were lined up alongside the road. 
None of the shots took effect. 
Messrs. 


Randolph, Rogers and Burnett were 
deputized to arrest those implicated in 
the 
shooting 
and 
followed 
three 


negroes into Chjekasaw county. 


The negroes barricaded themselves 


in a barn, armed with shotguns. When 
they refused to open, the door or come 


out, 
the door was broken in and Ran- 


dolph struck a match,when the negroes 
immediately opened lire on him, hit- 
ting him in the head and shoulder. 
The ni'grces van out and one of them 
was struck by the shots, tired in the 
darkness. 


It was, reported that three negroes
